SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Australia Swank is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The magazine is classified as a restricted publication because of the sustained level of 
explicit nudity and the strong sexual tone to the magazine. 

The magazine is a lengthy publication that is structured into separate sections. These 
sections depict naked women modelling in an explicit manner for the camera, men and 
women simulating sexual activity, and sexual fantasies. The photographic images are 
predominantly full-body and are of a high quality. The tone of the magazine, as set 
down in the editorial, is such that it presents women as sexual objects for male sexual 
gratification. Such a representation is reinforced by a sustained number of depictions 
of the women splaying their labia. The impact of such images is moderated by the 
absence of any extreme close focus images of the women's vaginas, and by the full- 
body images that predominate. 

The Classification Office is of the opinion that the presentation of women and women's 
sexuality in the magazine is of such a style that the availability of the magazine is likely 
to be injurious to the public good unless it is restricted to an adult readership. 

The New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 has been considered in classifying the 
magazine. The Classification Office is of the opinion that the restriction of the 
publication to those who are 18 years and over is a justifiable limit that is prescribed by 
law. The Classification Office believes that there is a demonstrable link between the 
aim of preventing injury to the public good and restricting the availability of this 
magazine that presents women and women’s sexuality in an objectified manner. 
However, the manner in which the sexual activity is presented is of a quality whereby a 
more severe restriction is not warranted. 
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
